I have not only retain'd, but very much angmented the 
Number of Old Words. For, oh Mr. Blownt (as he ſays 
expreſly) ſhunn'd them, becauſe they grew obſolete ; yet 
doubtleſs their uſe is very great, not only for the unfolding 
of Authors that did uſe them, but alſo for giving a great 
deal of Light to other Words that are ſtill inuſe. Thoſe 
that I call Old Words, are generally ſuch as occur in Chaucer, 
Gower, Pierte, Ploughman, and Julian Barns. 

And whoſvever has a mind, inſtead of them (or rather 
vulgar Terms) to uſe Expreſſions that are more polite ; he 
| ſees what Words are mark'd for Latin, Greek, or French, 
and may himſelf make ſuch Collections as will be far more 
advantagious, than if they had been gathered to his hand,
